Black Solons reject 
House budget action

"It's meanness. Pure and simple 
meanness." 

That' view, of State Rep. Charleta 
Tavares of Columbus, summed up the 
attitude of the state’s Black legislators 
toward the $33.5 billion biennial budget, 
which was recently approved by the 
Republican-controlled House. 

The House Finance and Appropria- 
tions Committee, controlled for the first 
tinie by Republicans since 1971, voted 
19-10 on a predominately party-line vote 
(with only three Democrats supporting it) 
for the measure, which would reflect 
major changes in a number of state 
programs. 

__ The budget.makes a number of chan-_ 

ges in state spending priorities, including 

the elimination of the state's general as- 

sistance program, which provides $100 

per month for six months of the year for 

120,000 Ohioans. The elimination of GA

was a priority of Governor George 
Voinevich, 

The bill also makes a number of other 
changes in state government, including: 

Privatizing the operation of the new 
Richland County Correctional Facility, 
and allowing for the privatizing of county 
jails; 

Eliminating the independence of the 
Minority Development Financing Com- 
mission (MDFC), and making it an_ad- 
visory committee to the director of 
development; 

Promotion of a plan to privatize the 
state's medicaid program; and 

Authorizing a pilot "voucher" plan for 
the Cleveland Public Schools, with funds 
for the pian to be taken from the city of 
Cleveland's disadvantaged pupil impact 
aid (DPIA), which goes into the system 
because of its high proportion w-in- 
come families,

Park said Simpson insisted on loading a small knapsack inte the 
limousine himself. “He said, ‘I'll get it,"" Park stated, echoing Simpson's 

words about the mysterious bag. Kaelin also testified that Simpson 
loaded the bag into the car himself. Neither Park nor Kaelin were sure 
it Simpson put the bag in the trunk or the back seat of the limousine.

Prosecutors threatened to tarnish the reputation of a major defense 
DNA witness, The prosecution says Nobel Prize-winning scientist’Kary 
Mullis, who-invented a widely used DNA testing procedure, is a LSD 
abuser and believes in unconventional theories, such as the HIV virus 
not being the cause of AIDS 

Prosecutor witness Susan Silva, a security fim employee, testified 
that the only way to enter Simpson's estate without setting off an alarm 
is to enter by the front door. Silva's testimony supports prosecutors’ 
claims that Simpson stealthily entered his estate after committing the 
murders before leaving for the airport on June 12 

On Friday, March 31, one of Simpson's neighbors, Charles Cale

Simpson's estate and testified about the procedures used to gather 
evidence, Fung gave nearly two hours of testimony about his credentials 
and the credentials of his assistant, Andrea Mazzola, who gathered most 
of the blood-related evidence at the crime scene and Simpson's estate. 

Within the week, Ito is expected to rule on whether the defense will 
be allowed to question coroner Irwin Golden, who presented baffling, 
nearly incoherent testimony on the witness stand during the pretrial 
hearing last summer.

Now that the prosecution has attempted to prove that Simpson has 
a history of spousal abuse and had a motive to kill his ex-wife, their case 
focuses on physical evidence. After all physical evidence is presented, 
the detense will present its side of the case. The trial is expected to last 
through the summer and possibly into early fall.

Tavares said the budget plan 
privatizes government at the ex- 
pense of poor families and 
children," She noted that she was 
unable to gain funding of $2 million 
for children services’ agencies to

Tavares, who is a member of the 
House Finance Committee, added

jobs. His plan was rejected 

Beatty was also concerned

public schools.

Church and a prominent figure in 
the '60s civil rights movement, also 
believes racism is rising. “It is be- 
coming more and more sophisti 
cated," he said, 
Rev. Hale said racism now 
moves through the political arena. 
One way to stop racism is by get- 
ting involved. He said we need to 
vote for those who can't. 


"| think it's remarkable how con- 
scientious her staff is," Lawson 
says, Oprah's producers called 
Lawson several times before the 
show to double-check details and 
went out of their way to be nice to 
her, she says.

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uring our darkest times, Black Americans have been 

able to look to the United States Supreme Court for 

rulings that were much larger than the individual Jus- 
tices who made them. Often, Justices have voted on matters 
involving racial justice in a matier completely opposite to their own 
individual political leanings, and those of the U.S. Presidents who 
have appointed them. In recent times, it always seemed that the 
nation’s "Court of last resort” would ultimately rule in a just and 
fair manner, and it usually did 

Now, Black Americans are faced with an unprecedented 
number of challenges to laws that have been enacted over the 
years to level what was an uneven playing field, and to remedy 
the past injustices of racial discrimination. Many of these challen- 
ges have made their way through the nation’s Federal Disinct and 
Appellate courts, and are ripe for review by the U.S. Supreme 
Court. 

Some ot these issues include numerous challenges to minority 
set-aside programs, that have been enacted by the state, local 
and Federal governments to insure that Black Americans receive 
a small portion of contracts, and a piace of the economic pie White 
contractors, however, do not want to share anything, and have 
continuously challenged the laws.

The court will also Jook at a number of redistricting cases, 
These cases arise from redistricting, primarily in the South, that 
resulted in fairer representation for Blacks, and is the main reason 
why the Congressional Black Caucus has 40 members now, after 
hovering for several years at below 25 members, 

To add insult to injury, the court will also hear, and possibly 
strike down scholarships that are provided specifically for -Black 
students at our colleges and universities. It all seems as if white 
people, and white men, in particular, have said “enough is enough’. 

The outlook is bleak, to say the least. Some of the great judicial 
thinkers of all time, Stewart, Blackmun and Douglas, have been 
replaced by Presidents intent on packing the court with Justices 
who only need to prove that they are conservatives. Our man on 
the Court, the late Thurgood Marshall, is only a memory now, as 
Justice Clarence Thomas, the only Black member of the Court, 
continues to forget his Blackness, choosing instead to coddle and 
to feel most comfortable on the Court's reactionary right wing. 

The issues facing the Supreme Cour will be a tough test, both 
for our community, and for the nine Justices who will determine 
the fate of affirmative action. We hope that somehow, as in the 
past, that the Court's individue! members will collectively rise to 

reatness, and continue the tradition of the "Court of last resort’ 
lor those seeking justice and opportunity. 
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A plan for the schools 


olumbus school superintendent Larry Mixon and his 
staff have had to confront a number of ominous trends 
There has been a 15-year drop in enrollment in the Columbus 
public schools. There has also been a drop in school achievement; 
by 1989, more than 38 percent of all Columbus youth were 
dropping out before they graduated -- a percentage that put 
Columbus schools near the bottom among the big-city school 
districts in the state 
Columbus schools have also had complaints, in récent years, 
~ of a decline in school discipline 
And these factors have had a drag on the city as well as the 
schools; new home starts have ground to a near-halt in the 
Columbus public school system, and parents -- predominately 
whites, but middle-income Blacks as well ~ are now thinking hard 
and long about whether to settle in the Columbus Public Schoots 


Mixon and his staff had to address those trends. And we 
believe that the strategic plan which was presented to the board, 
and which the board unanimously agreed to recently, is a step in 
the right direction 

The plan will attempt to upgrade academic standards in the 
Columbus public schools -- a step which is necessary to restore 


confidence among parenis and taxpayers who must support, 
through a tax levy, additional funding for the district. 


The plan would also move away from busing for desegregation - 


and toward "Community schools,” in which students would attend 
schools in their area of the city, 

We recognize thal there was a need for busing at one point in 
the system's history, At the same time, we are finding that parents 
of all races are concerned that the problems of busing -- long trips; 
an inability for many parents to be connected to their children’s 
schools; a loss of community spirit -- have begun to outweigh any: 
benefits, 

We do not wish to see the re-segregation of the Columbus 
Public Schools, However, we have found that Columbus is a much 
less segregated city than it was when busing: originally was 
developed. We would hope that a community schools approach 
could be developed which promoted natural. integration within & 
broad “community” context, rather than the divisiveness of what 
is (for_many children) literally “ctoss-town busing,” 

Aplan is now in place. The key to the implementation of that 
plan will be the leadership of the Board of Education. We believe 
it is essential that the board provide Columbus schools -- and the 
city at large -- with the kind of forward-looking, strong direction 
which will enhance the education of Columbus children. We are 
waiting to see how the board does in that regard. 


COTA’s wise decision 


he board of the Central Ohio Transit Authority made a 
wise decision when it voted to reject the development of 
a light rail system in Columbus. 

At the same time, COTA must proceed on developing a plan 
which will improve the Iransit authority's role a5 a key component 
in the economic development of the city of Columbus, and a key 
link to jobs for all Columbus-area residents 

Initially, there was a strong movement within the board to push 
for the 11,2 mile light rail system which would link the northwest 
area of Columbus and its suburbs to the downtown 

But the plan ran into a number of problems. One of the major 
problems was cost: the plan was expected to cost $522 million. It 
would have to be financed through a 10-year, 50 percent sales 
tax, And even with that particifation, it would need massive federal 
support 

But the federal support was not likely to be forthcoming, after 
all, the Congress is now looking to cut lransil programs, not expand 
them. And without the federal support, it would likely result in the 
scuttling of the plan anyway ~ at a loss of millions of taxpayer 
dollars and substantial credibility, 

The plan faced other obstacles, as well. It would be difficult to 
gain community-wide support for a rail link that would only benefit 
suburban commuters. In fact, a consultant hired by the Mid-Ohio 
Regional Planning Commission advised COTA thal it made much 
more sense to improve ridership and gain more widespread 
community support before attempting to press ahead with a 
program that would not only be expensive, but very limited in its 
impact. 

rahe real issue for the future, as COTA long-range plan 
recognizes, is ensuring that COTA become a more effective tool 


assisting low-income and middle-income citizens to ride to job 
opportunities in the suburbs, 

Employment in the Columbus area has increased almost 25 
percent in the past 10 years, COTA's long-range plan notes, “Most 
of this job growth ... is in the outlying suburbs,” At the same time, 
bus hours on the street have decreased 17 percent 

“COTA is limited in its ability to provide convenient transit 
service to the suburban areas where the demand is greatest,” the 
COTA statement says, “We just cannot get the people to the jobs!” 

The emphasis that COTA placed on those final words if 
significant. in recent months, we have read stories from outlying 
employers who cannot find enough workers to fill their stores and 
businesses. We recognize that many of these jobs are not 
well-paid; at the same time, they represent opportunities that must 
be filled. And they can be filled by low-income Columbus residents 
~- if they can find safe and reliable transportation. 

These “reverse commuters” represent a strong potential 
demand for the COTA system. But right now, that demand is not 
being filled. Building a light rail system to link the suburbs to 
downtown would not meet the needs of these people, since it 
would do nothing to link them to jobs outside that one corridor. 

We applaud COTA's decision to back off whal would most likely 
have been a costly, and divisive fiasco, At the same time, we are 
also pleased that it is looking closely, in its long-range planning 
process, at how it can expand conventional bus service lo more 
effectively Jink its current and potential ridership to job opportunities 
in the suburbs. We believe that approach will have more merit in 
the long term, and will enhance COTA's role as a key element of 
the Columbus community's. sustained economic growth. - 


Posses, gangs -- and crime 


gl be arrest of 37 young men in the near north side has 
encouraged some residents and community folks ~ and 
outraged some members of their families. In many 
ways, the disparate feelings reflect the dividing line on issues of 
face and crime 

The police have said that the 37 young men they arrested, 
among 46 who were indicted, are members of the “Short North 
Posse", and have defined the group as a notorious gang engaged 
in drug dealing and violence. They have said that the posse has 
terrorized the short north neighborhood for several years, and has 
been the source of much of the baitles that have made this 
neighborhood, jus! south of the Ohio State University campus, an 
urban war zone. 

But ta, some family members of those who were arrested, ihe 
police characterization of the “Short North Posse” is unfair, To 
them, these young men are simply a group of guys who have been 
friends for years, in many cases since childhood. These folks 
argue that fear and paranoia, rather than the threat of violence, 
has labeled this group a "gang" worthy of arrest and the threat of 


years of prison 

ae are always conceried wher there is Ihe -ap- 
pearance of a mischaracterization of young Black men. We 
believe that all social activities among young men cannot -- and 
should not -- be characterized as "gang activity,” And we believe 
that law enforcement officials should be careful in their efforts to 
address real and serious problems of crime that they do not 
trample on the rights of otherwise law-abiding citizens

At the same time, it is unquestioned that theré is a serious 
problem of drug-dealing and violence in the short north area 
Often, the drug activity is so flagrant that it goes on in public, And 
the viglence in the neighborhood is well-known and well-docu- 
mented, F 

The alleged perpetrators are Black. But so are the real victims, 
So many of our young children are afraid to go to their schools 
because of criminality surrounding them; 50 many of our children 
are exposed to the constant drum beat of the enticement by older, 
More street-wise individuals who attempt to lure them into the drug 
trade. 1 we choose not to believe this, all we need to do is talk 
to many of our own children, who can inform us of the prassures 
and challenges.ihey are facing in dealing with the scourge of drugs.

We recognize that it may be unfair, at this point, !o assume 
that the “Short North Posse" is a criminal enterprise. We are willing 
to let a federal judge and jury decide that point. 

At the same time, we recognize that too many of our young 
people are sliding into the path of drug sales, drug use, and drug 
violence, And the impact of that decline affects not only the young 
“People INEMISeIVEs, “DUT alr Trieras,~Ihei” Yarities, and” ine 
communities in which they live and spread their death 

We have lo be just as committed to weeding out those among 
US Who would destroy us and our children as we are to protecting 
the integrity and honor of those who do not. 


‘Angry white males?’ 


In case you haven't heard, this is 
the éra of the “angry white male.” 

This persona has become the 
dominant image in the debate over 
affirmative action. He first material- 
ized in the days after the 1994 elec- 
tions, when USA Today named him 
as the reason for the Republican 
nationwide sweep. His voting record 
-- more than 60 percent on behalf of 
Republicans -- and his outspoken- 
ness -- a series of complaints that

him the focus of the entire political discourse. 

In the period since the election, he has been wooed 
and courted by the Republicans and Democrats. 
Politicians from all persuasions have fallen all over 
themselves telling this angry white man, “| feel your 
pain.” His every insecurity has been pampered; his 
every raging comment fawned upon; his every com- 
plaint about Blacks and/or women has been taken as 
if it were the meditations of Moses from Mount Sinai. 

But with all the discussions regarding the angry 
white male, some key points are being missed, First, 
he has been around évery since there has been a civil 
rights movement. Brian Webber was an “angry white 
male” who complained about a steel company’s pro- 
gram to bring Blacks into its apprenticeship -- after the 
company had repeatedly discriminated against Blacks 
from geting ine the program. And his case went to the: 
Supreme Court in 1977. Ten years later, another 
“angry white man” complained before the Supreme 
Court that a woman who scored a 71 on a promotional 
test for highway worker was less qualified than he, who 
scored a 72, 

And in between, Mr. Bakke -- another white man -- 
made history when he sued the University of California 
at Davis because he had been excluded from its 
medical school, while some Blacks and Hispanics with 
lower scores got in. 

Indeed, many of the painful issues surrounding 
affirmative action in the past 20 years have been fought 
at the Supreme Court by whites -- invariably white men 
-- complaining about remedial programs designed to 
benefit minorities and women, 

And second, it seems that his anger is pretty dis- 
placed, Despite what you seem to have heard, there 
is ample evidence that the conservative evaluation of 
affirmative action as a scourge which Is decimating job 
opportunities for white men without any resource is 
way off base. 

After all, as B.J. Lundy, spokesperson for the Ohio 
Civil Rights Commission, said recently, “there's really 
not a category for reverse discrimination," which whites 
complain exists, because people of all races can file

the basis of “race, color, religion, sex or national 
origin.” Whites are already protected against “reverse 
discrimination.” And the standards for evaluating 
whether a white person has been discriminated against 
are the same as for a Black. 

So then, are white males today feeling that they 
have been the victims of massive discrimination in their 
attempt to advance in the workplace? Not as much as 
Blacks. A recent USA Today/Gallup Poll found that 
white 32 percent of whites had thought that a minority 
at the place they worked got an undeserved job be- 
cause of affirmative action, oe 9 percent of whites 
actually felt that they personally were victimized by 
discrimination in their bid for a promotion -- while 42 
percent of Blacks felt that way, 

But maybe that study does not adequately repre- 
sent the depth of the problem. Maybe there is a growing 
sense among whites that they are being victimized, 
and they are expanding their use of discrimination 
complaints. So then, are whites filing a massive num- 
ber of complaints? Not according to the federal Equal 
Employment Opportunity Commission. 

The EEOC, which enforces the nation’s civil rights 
laws, found that whites alleging job discrimination on 
the basis of race represented only 1.6 percent of all 
complaints before the EEOC in 1987 -- and 1.5 percent 
of all complaints in 1994. 

Blacks were the overwhelming percentage of those 
alleging job discrimination on the basis of race -- about 


88 percent, according to David Greenberg, EEOC - 


spokesperson. 

While any complaint is important, “the numbers 
speak for themselves," Greenberg said. White males 
“don't constitute a major portion of the charges that are 
filed with us.” 

Similar evidence was found in a recent report by the 
Office of Federal Contract Compliance Programs. Its 
study of more than 3000 discrimination cases which 
went to federal courts found fewer than 100 of them 
were the so-called “reverse discrimination” cases. And 
of those, only six were found to have merit, and the 
discrimination was appropriately remedied in those 
cases.

African American Males (OCAAM) 
is a state agency with a national 
mission: to enlist the active invol-” 
vement of local and state govern- 
ments in cooperative, proactive 
efforts to train, educate and 
motivate young black men and boys

In February, Executive Ad- 
ministrator Ako Kambon and mem- 
bers of the OCAAM staff 
spearheaded a national meeting of 
African American state legislators in 
Chicago to explore approaches to 
the myriad problems affecting 
African American males in 
American society 

Established in.1990 as the Ohio 
Commission on Socially Disad- 
vantaged Black Males, OCAAM is 
now a permanent extension of the 
Ohio Civil Rights .Commission 
(OCRC). Former State Sen. Wil- 
liam F. Bowen, of Cincinnati, was a 
guiding force in the establishment 
of OCAAM and sits as its chairman, 

Joseph T. Carmichael, Director 
of OCRC, regards OCAAM as a 
valuable adjunct to his agency 
“OCAAM is a logical extension of 
OCRG," Carmichael said.; “Our 
primary mission is to enforce the 
state's anti-discrimination laws; in- 
cluding those dealing with racial 
bias, and we have been highly suc- 
cessful in eliminating barriers and 
opening doors of opportunity to all 
Ohio citizens. OCAAM provides a

On Feb. 3-4, a delegation of 
OCAAM staff consultants helped to 
coordinate a strategic planning ses- 
sion of the African American Males 
Task Force of the National Black 
Caucus of State Legislators. The 
two-day meeting was held at the 
Palmer House Hilton Hotel in 
Chicago. 

Delegates to the planning ses- 
sion included state legislators, 
legislative aides and other public 
officials. A central element of 
several workshops and discussions 
was examination of OCAAM and 
how to replicate its success in other 
states. 

Dr. Lee Brown was a featured 
speaker at the eyent. OCAAM's 
proposal to Dr. Brown on estab- 
lishing a national commission on 
African American males was dis- 
cussed at length and delegates of- 
fered numerous suggestions on 
how the federal administration 
could establish such an entity, 

Several Ohio cities are at various 
stages of establishing local com- 
missions styled after OCAAM, The 
cities of Akron, Cincinnati and Lima 
have already established such or-

ganizations, and several others are 
moving to take similar actions. 

Asked to explain the widespread 
interest in OCAAM and Its efforts, 
Kambon said it is because the 
agency “is aimed at dealing with 
issues which are foremost in the 
minds of the American people." 
Such issues include crime, 
violence, drug abuse, poverty and 
unemployment. 

“African American males, be- 
cause of the disadvantageous posi- 
tions they find themselves in 
throughout the United States, are 
disproportionately poor, dispropor- 
tionately uneducated, and dis- 
proportionately ill-served by the

"It should be no surprise to 
anyone that African American 
males are, therefore, dispropor- 
tionately inclined to act out their 
frustrations through anti-social and 
self-destructive behavior. If we are 

joing to deal effectively with these 
rustrations, we must target the 
source and deal directly, pro-active- 
ly and positively with this popula- 
tion," Kambon said. 

In pursuit of those ends, OCAAM 
has initiated a number of pilot 
programs aimed at dealing directly 
with issues affecting African 
American boys and men. Such 
programs include: 

"Mother to Son," providing sup- 
portive services and peer-to-peer 
counseling to single mothers of 
sons, conducted in cooperation 
with the Ohio Dept. of Health; 

"Consequences," an alternative 
sentencing program providing 
educational enrichment and per- 
sonal development training for ad- 
judicated youth referred by the 
Franklin County Juvenile Court; 

"Keep A Brother Out," a unique 
prison visitation program for at-risk 
youth, designed to expose them to 
the negative consequences of un- 
lawful conduct.

Recent AHA research indicates 
vat the mortality rate from car- 
iovascular disease is 47 percent 
igher for Black males than white 
nales; the rate for Black females is 
9 percent higher than white 
emales. Moreover, African 
mericans have one and a half to 
wo times more deaths from a stroke 
nan whites, and three to five times 
is much chronic heart failure 

While research has made big 
nprovements in the likelihood of 


living beyond a heart attack, itis still 
true that a large percentage of 
people who experience a heart at- 
tack die immediately. Many people 
do not get a second chance to take 
care of their heart,” said Binkley. 

Uncontrollable risk factors of 
heart disease exist, including age 
sex, heredity and race. But other 
risk factors, such as blood 
cholesterol levels, high blood pres- 
sure, and smoking, are uncon- 
trollable 

Cholesterol levels are exceed- 
ingly high in the African-American 
community. Current research at- 
tributes this to both dietary habits 
and genetics, therefore itis critically 
important that Black Americans see 
their doctors and have their 
cholesterol levels checked on a 
regular basis. In addition, the 


American Heart Association recom- 
mends that you limit your average 
daily cholesterol intake to 300 mil- 
ligrams or less

Estimates are that in 1990 about 
417,000 Americans died of smok- 
ing-related diseases as a result of 
exposure to environmental tobacco 
smoke.

Black Press meets with ~~ 
top Washington leaders

The Republicans now want us, while the Democrats desperately

Capitol Hill and at the White House regarding Black American voters 
and the Black Press. 

With the issue of race tangling the efforts of Congress’ budget cuts, 
during the celebration of the 168th anniversary of the founding of the 
Black Press of America, members of the National Newspaper Pub- 
lishers Association (NNPA) met with the nation's Republican and 
Democratic leadership and came away giving moderately favorable 
rating to House Speaker Newt Gingrich, Senate leader Robert Dole, 
and other Republicans they met during a three-day series of meetings 
in the nation's capital. But, many of the NNPA's board of directors said 
that the Democrats ‘are still taking us and our readers for granted." 

African-American gynecologist and medical educator, Dr. Henry 
Foster, who is President Bill Clinton's nominee for U.S. Surgeon 
General, was the keynote speaker for the NNPA's Black Press Week 
Luncheon, which was nationally televised from the National Press 
Club. The embattled Dr, Foster talked to the group of black journalists, 
-and.many of the nation’s black organizations’ leaders, about, his 
upbringing and professional efforts during his adult life toward building 
in the Black community through initiatives with Historically Black 
Colleges and Universities, research and teaching about sickle cell 
anemia at Tuskegee University, and the "| Have a Future Program," 
that he developed at Meharry Medical School to stress abstinence 
and steer at-risk teens toward positive life choices through com- 
munity-based partnerships and interventions. 

Dr. Foster, who was joined on the dias by Dr. Henry Ponder, the 
current head of Fisk University, and the Rev. Jesse Jackson, told the 
group, "! will be confirmed." In response to a question as to whether 
he thought there were attacks specifically aimed at Clinton nominees 
of color and non-white members of his Cabinet, Foster said, “There 
is definitely something fishy there." The NNPA board of directors 
joined scores of other Black groups in endorsing Foster for confirma- 
tion. 

As the nation's lawmakers struggled behind closed doors to finesse 
racial sensitivities on Capitol Hill, a local Black-oriented newspaper, 
News Dimensions, carried a headline of "Congress vs. Black 
Washington" in its Black Press Week edition. But, in contrast to most 
Black community civil rights leaders and elected officials, many in the 
publishers group gave a "favorable" rating to their meeting with House 
Speaker Newt Gingrich. NNPA president Robert Bogle said, "He met 
with us and talked to us about issues and programs that made sense. 
Many publishers who came here totally against Newt and the 
Republicans are now taking a second look." The House Republican 
leader, who polls say is getting a 43 percent "unfavorable" rating from 
Americans, struck an accord with the Black business people with his 
statements on how business development legislation fashioned for 
their neighborhoods would be more beneficial to more ofthe Black 
population than clinging to social programs. A poll conducted during 
Black Press Week showed that 56 percent of Americans sup the 
Republicans “Contract with America.” The speaker, who was an early 
supporter of the Martin Luther King Jr. holiday, also vowed to help 
Black-oriented newspapers gain more of the government's advertising 
budget. The group was also hosted by the National Republican 
Committee and numerous Black Republicans, led by the newly- 
elected House member, Rep. J.C. Watts of Oklahoma, : 

Meetings with Democratic leaders from the Democratic National 
Committee (DNC) and the White House were more contentious. Many 
publishers indicated that they felt that the Democrats were taking 
them, and African-Americans voters, for granted. While President 
Clinton is experiencing a 45 percent “unfavorable” rating among 
Americans, he still gains high marks among the African-American 
community, After representatives from the DNC and Democratic 
Senatorial Committee met with publishers, they made a call to the 
White House, before the publishers’ visit there, and indicated to White 
House aides that the Black publishers were on their way and "mad as 
hell." In their meeting with Presidential Press Secretary Mark McCurry, 
the publishers vented dismay that the president hadn't lived up to his 
campaign promises to the Black press for access and consultations 
regarding Black-oriented issues.

Black Press Week is an annual event for the 55-year-old NNPA and 
includes briefings and sessions in Washington for publishers with 
national legislative representatives and members of the Congres- 
sional Black Caucus (CBC). The event also includes enshrinement 
into the Black Press Hall of Fame of a deceased publisher for his/her 
community-oriented contributions during their lifetime.

Mike Tyson 
to return 
to boxing

With the exception of the basketball great Michael Jordan's decision to return to 
the court, it was probably the other most eagerly anticipated moment by millions of 


Americans in recent sports history. 


Dozens of news cameras and hundreds of journalists from all over the world 
packed into a practice court at Gund Arena recently to hear what former World 
Heavyweight Champion Mike Tyson will do now that he has been released from 
prison, where he served three years on a rape conviction 

“| will fight again,"stated a noticeably subdued Tyson in his brief and concise 
statement to the press. In the statement Tyson also confirmed that John Horne and 
en iy ond would continue to be his co-managers and that the Showtime network 

, will be broadcasting his fights from now on. Yet Tyson's statement on returning to 
* boxing was not so much a surprise as was his decision to continue working with 
long-time boxing promoter Don King, who did not appear with Tyson at the con- 


ference. ‘ 


The announcement effectively put to rest rumors that the two planned on parting 
ways after a longstanding relationship, “! want to confirm that Don King continues to 
be my promoter,” said Tyson. “Don is the greatest promoter in the world.” However 
differing in this opinion ts promoter Akbar Muhammad of the Nation of Islam as- 
sociated group Cornerstone International, who was thrown out of the press con- 
ference by Tyson's bodyguards. Akbar believes the move may have orchestrated by 
King to prevent the group from offering Tyson a $500 million contract, and to distance
